■2. The Corps Central Committee (0022/ll35/0957/l20l/2585) has a general secretary 
and an assistant .secretary, and is made up of an Organization Department, 
Propaganda Department, and Masses Movement Department (5028/666y6752). ^ Under 
the Corps Central Committee is a working committee for each administrative 
areaj working committees for the provinces function under the area working 
committees.’ The chain of command is then down through working committees at 
the specia?. administrative area, hsien, district, and Hsiang levels. At the 
hsiang leVel these cemmittees are termed' rural branch organizations. A branch 
organization may also be estab(.ished in factories.

factories fulfill their production quotas^ and to assist in the maintenance of 
security in factories* In schools^ the Youth Corps. is active in propaganda^ and 
indoctrination workg and its members are generally leaders of the Anti-America
